collection of Manuscripts both in Palm leaf and paper in 
Telugu, Sanskrit, Urdu, Arabic, Persian, Kannada, 
Hindi, Oriya, Marathi and a few other Languages. This 
department has secured Pisti and Sindhi Language Man- 
uscripts also. These Manuscripts are OB various subjects 
like Vedas, Upanishads, Agamas, Dhannasastras Gram* 
mar, Prosody, Alankara sastta Manila sastra, Tantra- 
iastra, Indian Medicine IJnani, Medicine, Astrology, Astro- 
nomy, Kavyas, Dictionaries etc The study of these literary 
sources in palm-leaf and paper manuscripts throws light on 
ancient culture, glory and heritage. Some works yield 
valuable data regarding genealogy, personal accomplish- 
ments and achievements of Ae ulers which are some times 
corroborated by the insoriptional evidence. Further some 
works aid the researchers to picture the social and religious 
mileu in which the characters of history lived moved 
and acted. Ever since the formation of this department 
the study of literary classical works has become more 



important and easier, to bring into time light, our ancient 

treasures of culture and heritage. Gradually the depart- 
ment has emerged as ooe of the richest repositories of the 

manuscripts of research value la the country and abroad. 



The collection of Manuscripts is not at all easy. As 
regards the collection of manuscripts In this department 

it was not one day s $ collection, nor was it one man's collec- 
tion, II was the collective effort of a number of scholars, 
institutions aod organisations whose magnanimous and 

philanthropise contribution formed the present day magni- 
ficient collection of OML & RI. 

One of the function! of the department is to survey 
and locate the manuscripts and acquire them as gift or 
purchase. For this purpose vide publicity is given in the 
dailies appealing to the owners of the manuscripts to part 
with them in preservation and to bring out for the benefit 
of Research scholars of this department either by 
receiving reasonable remuneration, If desired, or by lending 
them for copying and return. Every year this department 
will purchase manuscripts in palm leaf and paper thr* 
ough a committe which has been constituted by the Gover- 
nment. This commstte consists of experts in different 
languages,, The experts evaluate the merits of manuscripts 
and recomend to the manuscripts purchase committee the req- 
uired manuscripts on the basis of the recommendation 
made by the language sub-committee. The manuscripts are 
being purchased through the manuscript purchaing committee 
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As evident from the above list, the major portion of 
the manuscripts in persian, Arabic and Urdu (the total 
being 17,124) now availible in the department was received 
from the State Central Library, Hyd, which was formerly 
known as The Asafia Library, during the Ashifjahi Rule, 

The fundamental aim of this library to provide facili- 
ties to Research scholars, supply rare and useful material 
to research students.
